Russia Self-Sufficient in Food: US. Report

E Soviet Union now is 
self-sufficient in food, a 


study group of U.S. Govern- 
ment experts has conciuded 
after a tour of Soviet agri- 
cultural installations. 


The five agricultural eco- 
nomists, all from the US. 
Department of Agriculture, 


add that the Communists may 
even have 


“sizeable export- 
able surpluses of grain in 
some years.” 

Conclusions of the group 
are contained in a report 
just published by the Depart- 
ment. The economists made 
up one of six panels of ex- 
perts that visited the Soviet 
Union last year. 

Some authorities have con- 
tended that Russia's inept 
farm policies have threatened 
the entire Soviet economy. 
But the Agriculture Depart- 
ment panel states a
